The  illegitimacy  rate  was  22.67  per  1,000  live  births  as  com- 
pared with  35.99  for  the  previous  year,  and  a rate  of  54.0  for  Eng- 
land and  Wales.  6

8 Stillbirths  were  registered  for  1960  compared  with  9 for  1959 
and  12  for  1958. 

There  were  no  illegitimate  stillbirths  again  this  year. 

Infant  Mortality 

There  were  17  deaths  of  infant  under  one  year  of  age  in  1960 
compared  with  10  tor  1959  and  11  for  1958.  Of  these  12  were 
neonatal  deaths  compared  with  9 for  1959  and  9 for  1958.

The  infantile  mortality  rate  per  1,000  live  births  was  as  follows  : 
42.82  for  1960,  25.71  for  1959,  26.89  for  1958,  and  12.65  for  1957. 

There  were  no  deaths  of  illegitimate  infants  during  the  year. 

An  increase  in  the  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  from  37.69  in  1959 
to  46.9  in  1960  was  due  to  an  increase  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate. 
Premature  births  and  congenital  abnormalities  account  for  the  bulk 
of  the  infant  deaths.  The  Glantawe  Hospital  Board  are  contem- 
plating the  establishment  of  a premature  baby  unit  in  this  area. 
It  is  hoped  that  such  a unit  dHift  appreciably  reduce  the  number 
of  Neo-natal  deaths.

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  accidents  in  the  Borough  were  16, 
as  compared  with  18  for  1959.  Once  again  the  majority  ot  these 
accidents,  10  in  number,  were  due  to  accidents  in  the  home.  These 
were  mainly  due  to  falls  by  people  in  the  age  group  65  years  and 
over.  The  Home  Help  Service,  although  performing  much  useful 
work  in  the  performance  of  estential  duties  of  the  household,  leaves 
much  to  be  accomplished  in  the  way  of  other  needs  of  the  aged  and 
chronic  sick.  There  is  still  considerable  scope  for  voluntary  work 
in  this  sphere. 

Deaths  in  the  Borough  exceeded  births  by  79.  This  excess  of 
deaths  over  births  has  been  the  pattern  for  the  last  ten  years. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  Borough  is  again  lower  than 
that  for  England  and  Wales  whilst  the  adjusted  death  rate  is  higher. 

Cancer 

Cancer  deaths  increased  from  80  in  1959  to  85  in  1960.  51  of 

these  deaths  were  in  males  and  34  in  females. 

There  were  15  male  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lungs  and 
bronchus  as  compared  with  23  for  1959.  Once  again,  as  last  year, 
there  were  3 female  deaths  due  to  lung  cancer.

Cancer 

It  is  now  recognised  that  chronic  irritation  over  a long  period 
can  cause  cancer  at  the  sight  of  the  irritation.  The  elimination  of 
external  irritants  and  adequate  treatment  of  chronic  conditions 
should  considerably  decrease  the  numbers  affected  by  this  disease. 
The  effect  of  cigarette  tobacco  in  the  aetiology  of  career  of  the  lung 
’S  now  well  established. 

Not  so  well  known  is  the  fact  that  20,000  cancer  cures  a year 
occur  in  this  country.  Early  diagnosis  and  treatment  increase  the 
chances  of  complete  cure  and  these  facts  should  encourage  people 
to  seek  advice  and  prompt  treatment. 


Diphtheria 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation 

Recent  outbreaks  of  Diphtheria  in  England  and  Wales  and 
resultant  deaths  gives  a sharp  reminder  of  the  danger  of  this 
disease  and  reflects  the  drop  that  had  occurred  in  immunisation 
figures  since  the  1940’s.  The  prevention  of  outbreaks  of  diphtheria 
requires  a high  level  of  immunisation  of  the  population,  and  it 
cannot  be  too  highly  stressed  that  parents  of  young  children  should 
ensure  that  their  children  have  the  necessary  protection  against 
this  disease,  by  being  immunised.  With  the  "number  of  births  in 
the  Borough  approximately  400,  one  would  wish  to  see  a higher 
number  of  children  immunised  than  the  present  figure  of  250."

Smallpox 


No  cases  of  smallpox  were  notified  in  the  area  during  the  year. 
Experience  in  other  parts  of  the  country  emphasise  the  need  for 
vaccination  against  smallpox. 
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1,150  children  under  one  year  were  vaccinated  in  Carmarthen- 
shire during  the  year.  This  is  estimated  as  50.88%  of  registered 
births  for  the  year.  It  will  be  seen  there  is  room  for  improvement. 

Poliomyelitis 

I case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  was  notified  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year.  This  case  was  of  a five  year  old  girl  who  had  been 
immunised  against  poliomyelitis  on  two  occasions — in  April  and 
May,  1959.  She  was  originally  admitted  to  the  Llanelly  General 
Hospital  suffering  from  a severe  attack  of  asthmatic  bronchitis  and 
was  later  transferred  to  Hill  House  Hospital,  Swansea,  as  a case  of 
clinical  poliomyelitis.  There  was  a slight  paralysis  of  the  left  leg 
and  the  patient  was  discharged  from  hospital  to  continue  treatment 
under  Orthopaedic  supervision. 

Vaccination  of  schoolchildren  was  continued  during  the  year, 
the  following  being  the  numbers  for  the  whole  county  : —

The  number  of  persons  between  the  ages  of  15  and  25  years 
total  854 — 829  having  received  two  injections  and  25  persons  one 
injection. 

The  number  of  expectant  mothers  who  received  two  injections 
total  297. 

The  number  of  persons  not  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  groups 
who  had  received  the  course  of  two  injections  total  947. 

The  number  of  persons  who  received  the  third  injection  during 
the  year  total  6,505. 

The  total  number  of  persons  who  have  received  three  injections 
since  the  extension  of  the  vaccination  programme  to  include  a third 
injection  total  21,940. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Seventeen  confirmed  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported 
during  the  year,  of  these  5 were  female  and  12  male.  Twelve  cases 
occurred  in  schoolchildren  between  the  ages  of  5 — 9 years.  These 
figures  compare  with  12  cases  for  1959  and  4 cases  for  1958. 

Whooping  Cough 

91  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  (36  males  and  55  females), 
as  compared  with  7 for  1959  and  2 for  1958.  The  number  of  child- 
ren under  5 years  of  age  vaccinated  against  Whooping  Cough  for 
the  Borough  during  the  year  total  141. 
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Measles 

447  cases  of  measles  were  notified  during  the  year,  226  female 
and  221  males.  182  of  these  cases  were  in  the  age  groups  5 — 9 
years.  The  number  of  cases  for  1959  was  23  and  508  for  1958. 

Meningococcal  Infection 

Two  cases  were  notified  in  the  Borough  for  the  year. 

Erysipelas 

Two  cases  were  notified  in  the  Borough  for  the  year. 

Dysentery 

29  cases  of  Dystentery  were  notified  during  the  year  as  com- 
pared with  80  for  1959.  Faeces  samples  were  taken  from  all 
patients  and  contacts  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory for  examination.  In  all  68  samples  were  submitted. 

Food  Poisoning 

Four  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year. 
Three  other  cases  were  investigated. 

The  4 cases  notified,  2 males  and  2 females,  came  from  one 
family.  All  the  family  partook  of  a reheated  chicken  dinner  and 
within  a period  of  three  hours  all  the  family  were  taken  ill— the 
two  men  with  violent  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  and  the  two  women 
with  diarrhoea  only.  Specimens  from  the  four  persons  showed 
Staphylococcus  Aureus  present.  Unfortunately  there  were  no 
remains  of  the  dinner  available  for  investigation. 

Hands  and  face  swabs  were  taken  from  the  wife  and  the  face 
swab  from  the  site  of  an  almost  completely  healed  scar,  on  culture, 
gave  a growth  of  Staphylicoccus  Aureus.  Phage  typing  revealed 
that  the  Staphylococcus  Aureus  recovered  from  the  faeces  and 
face  was  type  42E/53/77.  This  strengthens  the  view  that  the 
cooked  food  was  contaminated  by  the  housewife  prior  to  reheating 
and  serving. 

The  three  other  cases  v originally  notified  as  Dysentery  (2) 
and  Gastro-Enteritis  (1)  were  individual  unconnected  cases. 

Contact  to  an  originally  notified 
case  of  Gastro-Enteritis  living  next  door  to  him.  Faeces 
result  showed  pseudomonas  pyocyanea  isolated  on  one 
occasion.

The  number  of  notifications  for  Tuberculosis  for  the  year  was 
22.  There  were  twenty  respiratory  cases  (15  males  and  5 females) 
and  two  non-respiratory  cases  (1  male  and  1 female)  as  against 
twenty-seven  for  the  previous  year  (22  respiratory  and  5 non- 
respiratory)  . 

There  was  one  death  attributable  to  Tuberculosis  in  the 
Borough  for  the  year  as  against  two  for  1959. 

The  provisional  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1960 
was  68  per  million  persons  for  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and  7 per 
million  persons  for  other  Tuberculosis. 

The  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  patients  is  undertaken  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Boards  through  the  Chest  Physicians. 

Enquiries  regarding  the  domiciliary  care  of  tuberculosis 
patients  should  be  addressed  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

The  County  Council  will  assist  in  the  domiciliary  care  of  tuber- 
culous and  other  patients,  by  provision  on  loan,  or  otherwise,  of 
beds,  bedding,  sickroom  equipment  and  home-help  assistance. 

In  addition,  sleeping  out  shelters  are  available  for  certain 
tuberculous  patients. 

Assistance  is  granted  in  necessitous  cases  towards  the  cost  of 
the  travelling  expenses  of  relatives  visiting  long  stay  patients  in 
Hospitals  and  Sanatoria.  In  practice,  it  has  been  found  that  the 
great  majority  of  applications  for  assistance  have  been  by  relatives 
of  tuberculous  patients. 

Assistance  is  granted  for  visits  to  Hospitals  and  Sanatoria 
which  are  not  less  than  40  miles  from  the  resident  of  the  applicant, 
and  is  subject  to  the  following  conditions  : — 

(a)  That  there  is  urgent  reason  for  the  visit  because  of  the 
patient’s  serious  condition,  or  that  the  visit  would,  in 
medical  opinion,  do  the  patient  good  and  aid  response  to 
the  treatment. 

(b)  That  because  of  the  length  of  the  journey  the  relatives 
concerned  are  unable  to  afford  it  from  their  own  resources 
without  substantial  hardship. 

(c)  That  subject  to  (a)  above,  the  assistance  is  restricted  to  one 
relative  every  month  or  two  relatives  every  two  months, 
unless  a senior  member  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital 
certifies  that  more  frequent  visits  are  essential  on  account 
of  the  patient’s  serious  condition. 
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Mass  Radiography 

Unit  “ J ” of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  commenced 
operating  every  Monday  at  the  Public  Hall,  Llanelly,  on  the  15th 
July,  1960,  and  a Special  Survey  Unit  visited  two  of  the  works  in 
the  Borough  during  the  year.  Details  of  the  examinations  by

Local  Hospitals 

There  are  four  local  hospitals.  The  Llanelly  General  Hospital 
with  160  beds  ; The  Bryntirion  Hospital  for  Chronic  Sick  with  156 
beds  ; The  Glasfryn  Maternity  Hospital  with  12  beds  and  the  Pre- 
convalescent Hospital  at  Cilymaenllwyd  with  43  beds. 
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Family  Guidance  Clinic 

Under  the  arrangements  of  the  County  Council  a Clinic  is  held 
at  the  Nursing  Institute,  Goring  Road,  Llanelly,  twice  a month  for 
married  women  requiring  advice  on  birth  control  on  medical 
grounds.  Medical  practitioners  requiring  the  attendance  of 
patients  at  the  Clinic  are  required  to  send  full  particulars,  under 
confidential  cover,  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Distribution  of  Welfare  Foods 

National  Welfare  Foods  which  were  formerly  distributed  by 
the  Ministry  of  Food,  are  now  distributed  under  arrangements  of 
the  Carmarthenshire  County  Council. 

The  Centre  is  open  daily  at  the  Old  Town  Hall,  Llanelly. 

In  addition,  a Distribution  Centre  has  been  opened  at  Morfa 
School.  This  is  open  every  Wednesday  (2—4  p.m.),  for  the  sale 
of  Milk  and  Orange  Juice,  and  is  staffed  by  a voluntary  worker  in 
the  person  of  Mrs.  David,  25,  George  Street,  Llanelly. 

Home  Nursing  Equipment 

Sick-room  and  nursing  articles  and  equipment  required  for 
patients  at  home  can  be  obtained  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Red  Cross  Society,  Lucania  Buildings : 6.30  p.m— 7.30  p.m. 
each  evening. 

(b)  From  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Equipment  provided  under  these  arrangements  include  air 
beds,  air  rings,  bed  cradles,  bed  pans,  back  rests,  urinals,  water- 
proof sheets,  etc.  Patients  are  charged  according  to  their  circum- 
stances and  the  cost  of  the  article. 

Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  organised  by  the  Carmarthenshire 
County  Council.  The  area  organiser  is  available  for  interviews, 
etc.,  at  Llanelly  House,  Bridge  Street,  on  Monday  and  Wednesday 
afternoons  between  2.30  p.m.  and  4.0  p.m. 

Home  Helps  are  provided  during  the  laying-in  period  in 
maternity  cases  where  the  patient  has  no  relative  available  to 
undertake  the  domestic  duties  of  the  home,  and  also  in  certain 
cases  of  sickness  or  need.  For  those  on  National  Assistance, 
domestic  help  on  a more  limited  scale  can  be  arranged,  when  needed, 
through  the  National  Assistance  Board. 

The  Health  Department  collaborate  closely  with  the  officials 
responsible  for  the  services  enumerated  above. 


Mental  Health  Service 

The  officer  duly  authorised  to  take  initial  proceedings  under 
the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  for  the  provision  and  care 
and  treatment  of  persons  in  the  area  suffering  from  mental  illness 
is  Mr.  D.  A.  John,  61,  Llandafen  Road,  Pemberton,  Llanelly. 

Mental  Defectives 

The  Carmarthenshire  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the 
ascertainment,  supervision  and  general  welfare  of  mental  defectives. 

Supervisory  home  visits  are  made  by  a Social  Worker  and  a 
limited  amount  of  home  teaching  of  mental  defectives  is  also  carried 
out. 

The  Occupation  Centre  at  Llanelly  has  relieved  the  parents  of 
a heavy  burden  and  has  opened  wider  fields  of  experience  to  a 
group  of  the  community  whose  life  is  very  restricted.  The  service 
is  to  be  extended  by  the  provision  of  another  Centre  at  Ammanford. 

Blood  Transfusion  Service 

There  is  a small  Blood  Bank  at  the  Llanelly  General  Hospital 
and  the  services  of  a Pathologist  with  three  trained  technicians  are 
available. 

Blood  grouping  and  cross  matching  are  part  of  the  normal 
Laboratory  routine  and  a twenty-four  hour  service  is  maintained 
for  emergencies. 

The  Blood  Transfusion  Unit  visited  the  area  periodically 
during  the  year  and  297  donations  of  blood  were  received  in  the 
Llanelly  Town  sessions  as  compared  with  334  for  the  previous  year.

National  Assistance  Act,  Section  47 

This  section  provides  for  removal  to  suitable  premises  of  per- 
sons in  need  of  care  and  attention.  No  formal  action  under  this 
section  has  been  necessary  for  a number  of  years,  persuasive  action 
having  been  sufficient  to  achieve  the  desired  ends.  The  availability 
of  the  powers  does  however  aid  persuasion  in  certain  cases. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  BOROUGH 
Water  Supply 

The  Corporation  Waterworks  Undertakings  consist  of : — 

(a)  The  Cwmlliedi  Reservoir  constructed  in  1878,  having  a 
capacity  of  200  million  gallons. 

(b)  The  Upper  Lliedi  Reservoir  constructed  in  1904,  having  a 
capacity  of  200  million  gallons. 

(c)  The  river  intake  of  the  Gwendraeth  Fach  which  affords  a 
supply  of  3 million  gallons  per  day. 

(d)  An  intake  of  the  River  Towj'’  designed  to  abstract  6.1 
million  gallons  per  day  of  which  one  million  gallons  per  day 
reserved  for  the  Carmarthenshire  Rural  District  Council, 
half  a million  gallons  per  day  for  the  Llandeilo  Rural 
District  Council  and  600,000  gallons  per  day  for  the  Llanelly 
Rural  District  Council. 
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(e)  There  are  two  systems  of  mains  supplying  the  Borough 
limits  : — 

(i)  a domestic  main  which  delivers  water  treated  by  Slow 
Sand  Filters  and  Chloramine,  and 

(ii)  Trade  water  mains  which  deliver  (chlorinated)  water 
only  for  industrial  purposes. 

The  expansion  of  the  Corporation’s  water  undertaking  over  the 
past  100  years  has  been  a vital  factor  in  the  growth  and  development 
of  the  town  which  has  an  area  of  2,069  acres.  The  Corporation  are 
also  the  water  authority  for  some  2,492  acres  in  the  Llanelly  Rural 
District  and  in  all  serves  a population  of  approximately  46,206. 

The  total  resources  available  are  about  12  million  gallons  daily* 
leaving  a margin  of  four  million  gallons  of  water  for  new  industries. 
In  addition,  under  their  1920  Water  Act,  the  Corporation  possess 
Parliamentary  powers  to  abstract  all  the  water  from  the  Gwen- 
draeth  Fach  watershed,  which  when  developed,  can  give  additional 
storage  of  600  million  gallons. 

During  1960,  the  quantity  of  water  pumped  into  the  reservoir 
was  548,717,000  gallons,  321,934,000  gallons  less  than  in  1959. 

266.189.000  gallons  were  pumped  in  89  days  from  the  Gwendraeth 
Fach  river  and  282,528,000  gallons  in  82  days  from  the  River  Towy. 

Water  Distribution  in  Corporation  Water  Limits 

The  average  daily  consumption  of  filtered  water  for  domestic 
purposes  during  the  year  was  2,730,986  gallons,  and  for  trade 
purposes  4,480,650  gallons. 

The  average  daily  consumption  per  head  for  domestic  purposes 
was  59.1  gallons;  this  compares  with  54.0  gallons  for  1959  and 
51.68  for  1958. 

The  total  number  of  houses — Borough  and  Rural — supplied 
with  water  was  13,860  for  an  estimated  population  of  46,206. 

Rainfall 

The  total  rainfall  for  1960  was  71.22  inches  as  against  53  60  for 
1959  and  58.03  for  1958. 

Rain  fell  on  237  days  and  the  maximum  fall  in  24  hours  occurred 
on  28th  August,  1960  when  1.62  inches  were  recorded  between 

9.0  a.m.  on  the  28th  August  and  9.0  a.m.  on  the  29th  August. 

Safeguarding  the  Water  Supply 

All  the  men  employed  by  the  Town  Council  in  their  water 
undertakings  are  medically  examined  and  have  serological  tests 
before  being  employed.  b 
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Water  Analysis 

Most  of  the  water  for  domestic  supply  is  subjected  to  slow  sand 
filtration  and  chloramine  treatment.  Occasionally  the  supply  has 
to  be  augmented  with  chloraminated  water  only,  due  to  demand- 
exceeding  the  capacity  of  the  filter  beds.  Monthly  chemical  and 
weekly  bacteriological  analysis  of  the  water  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Industrial  Supply 

Although  chlorination  reduces  the  bacteriological  counts  in 
this  supply,  it  can  not  be  considered  safe  for  either  drinking  or 
domestic  uses.  It  is,  however,  a reasonable,  good  quality,  in- 
dustrial water  supply. 

The  samples  taken  on  the  29th  November,  1960,  for  examina- 
tion by  Messrs.  Hubert  J.  Evans  & Partners,  Public  Analysts, 
Carmarthen,  showed  the  following  results  : —

The  Council  agreed  last  year  to  employ  a consultant  to  examine 
and  advise  on  their  problems  of  sewage  and  waste  disposal.  His 
report  is  awaited.  Bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  water 
taken  from  the  North  Dock  and  its  immediate  vicinity  discloses  the 
presence  of  large  numbers  of  Coliform  organisms,  most  of  which 
were  of  faecal  origin.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  provision  of  standard  dust  bins  was  made  in  1955  to  all 
householders  in  the  Borough. 

Regular  supervisory  visits  were  made  to  the  town’s  refuse  tip. 
Controlled  tipping  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the 
Minister  of  Health,  is  being  operated,  and  this  has  led  to  consider- 
able improvement  in  the  conditions  on  the  tip.  Regular  visits  are 
made  to  the  site  by  the  Rodent  Operator,  who  reports  that  infesta- 
tion problems  have  been  very  considerably  reduced  as  a result  of 
the  new  controls. 

The  amount  of  refuse  collected  in  the  period  1st  April,  1960  to 
31st  March,  1961,  was  approximately  12,275  tons  in  comparison 
with  13,000  tons  (estimated)  the  previous  year. 

Litter  Act,  1958 

A further  supply  of  litter  bins  was  distributed  amongst  the 
main  highways  of  the  town  during  the  year  resulting  in  an  improve- 
ment re  the  cleanliness  of  the  town. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

The  River  Lliedi  passes  through  the  town  and  is  occasionally 
polluted  by  the  throwing  of  rubbish  into  the  bed  of  the  river. 
This  was  guarded  against  as  much  as  possible. 

HOUSING 

A woman  housing  investigator,  Mrs.  O.  Morris,  S.R.N.,  visits 
all  houses  owned  by  the  Corporation.  Where  conditions  are 
unsatisfactory,  the  cases  are  investigated  by  members  of  the  Health 
Department.  In  the  allocation  of  Council  houses,  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  schedule  overcrowded  houses  and,  when 
appropriate,  make  specific  recommendations,  especially  in  cases  of 
tuberculosis.

The  dire  need  for  housing  accommodation  is,  once  again, 
reflected  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of  applicants  for  Council 
houses.  Work  was  commenced  during  the  year  on  the  building  of 
eighty  houses  and  it  is  hoped  that  all  these  will  be  occupied  in  1961. 
Of  the  eighty  houses  under  construction  28  are  three  bedroom 
Maisonettes  and  16  Aged  People’s  Flats  at  the  Western  Works 
site.  The  building  of  these  flats  is  an  innovation  to  the  Borough 
and  the  provision  of  more  and  even  higher  flats  is  under  considera- 
tion. 

Included  in  the  future  housing  programme  is  the  provision  of 
some  260  houses  to  be  built  on  the  Llwynwhilwg  Housing  site. 
Work  is  in  progress  on  this  site  with  the  laying  of  sewers  and  roads 
and  the  demolition  of  two  farmhouses.  The  Council  have  been 
anxious  to  begin  building  on  part  of  this  site  immediately.  Cir- 
cumstances however  make  it  appear  unlikely  that  this  can  take 
place  during  1961. 

Up  to  the  present,  housing  allocation  has  been  limited  to  cases 
on  the  overcrowded  list,  tuberculosis  cases,  and  slum  clearance.  A 
start  has  been  made  in  the  provision  of  flats  for  the  aged.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  other  sections  of  the  community  that  are  in 
need  of  housing  may  be  considered  in  the  near  future.

MISCELLANEOUS 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

Further  complaints  of  a serious  and  persistent  smoke  nuisance 
emanating  from  a brickworks  were  received  during  the  year.  My 
Department  has  worked  in  close  co-operation  with  the  H.M.  In- 
spector of  Alkali,  etc.  Works  to  whom  these  complaints  were 
reported  and  meetings  took  place  between  members  of  the  Town 
Council,  H.M.  Inspector,  the  Management  and  the  aggrieved.  The 
work  in  hand  at  the  end  of  last  year  of  the  provision  of  an  under- 
ground flue  connected  to  the  disused  main  factory  chimney  stack 
was  completed,  thus  eliminating  the  use  of  the  low  chimneys  of  the 
five  intermittent  down  draught  type  coal  fired  kilns.  The  Manage- 
ment engaged  a consultant  from  the  National  Industrial  Fuel 
Efficiency  Service  to  advise  them  on  this  problem  and  acting 
upon  their  advice  changed  to  using  a much  lower  volatile  coal  and 
an  order  was  placed  for  the  provision  of  a suction  fan  to  be  fitted  at 
the  base  of  the  stack.  It  is  understood  that  the  fan  will  be  ready 
early  in  the  new  year.  I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
H.M.  Inspector  of  Alkali  etc.  and  Works,  and  the  Management 
for  their  close  co-operation  in  dealing  with  this  problem. 

Moveable  Dwellings 

Consent  has  to  be  obtained  under  the  Llanelly  Corporation 
Act,  1929,  for  the  siting  of  all  moveable  dwellings — caravans, 
trailers,  etc.

Noise  Nuisance 

Further  complaints  were  received  from  the  residents  of  dwelling 
houses  in  certain  streets  adjacent  to  a local  Foundry  regarding  a 
serious  noise  nuisance  from  the  Fettling  Department,  and  meetings 
were  arranged  between  the  representatives  of  the  Town  Council,  the 
factory  management  and  the  aggrieved.  The  Works  Management 
engaged  Dr.  Mercer,  a Southampton  University  Professor  and 
Acoustical  Specialist,  to  make  a detailed  survey  of  Noise  at  the 
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Foundry  and  to  take  measurements  and  readings  of  the  noise.  As- 
a result  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Acoustical  Specialist  two 
Fan  Silencers  have  been  installed  and  it  is  hoped  to  install  another 
one  early  next  year.  Also,  certain  Dampling  Pads  were  tried  by 
the  Company  but  were  proved  to  be  unsuccessful.  Over  50%  of 
the  fettling  of  heavy  castings  are  to  be  transferred  to  the  middle  bay 
of  the  factory  and  at  some  distance  away  from  the  houses  concerned. 

I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Management  for  their 
co-operation  and  readiness  to  assist  in  reducing  this  Nuisance. 

Noise  Abatement  Society 

The  Town  Council  became  Members  of  the  Society  in  1959. 

Offensive  Trades 

During  the  year  two  applications  were  received  under  Section 
107  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  for  the  renewal  of  the  Consent 
to  the  continuation  of  the  establishment  of  an  offensive  trade  of 
rag  and  bone  dealer  in  premises  in  Embankment  Road  and  Nevill’s 
Dock. 

Both  were  acceded  to  conditionally. 

The  Town  Council  during  the  year  also  renewed  its  consent  to- 
the  establishment  of  a trade  of  Gutscraper. 

Public  Health  Acts,  Amendment  Act,  1907 

Under  Section  86  of  the  above  mentioned  Act,  thirteen  Dealers- 
in  Old  Metal  are  registered  by  the  Borough  Council. 

Public  Health  (Shellfish)  Regulations  1934  and  1948 

The  Town  Council  made  an  Order  in  pursuance  of  the  powers 
conferred  on  them  by  the  above  Regulations  prohibiting  the  sale, 
exposure  or  distribution  of  cockles  from  a “ prescribed  area  ” com- 
prising the  mud  flats  of  the  Inner  Channel  leading  to  the  North 
Dock.  This  precautionery  measure  was  taken  as  a result  of  the 
discovery  of  the  presence  of  a Salmonella  (food  poisoning  organism) 
in  samples  of  cockles  from  this  area’ 

Paddling  Pools 

Two  additional  Paddling  Pools — one  at  Penyfan  Park  and  one 
at  Seaside  Recreation  Ground — were  completed.  These  added 
amenities  to  the  Town  are  proving  most  beneficial  to  the  children 
and  are  well  patronised  during  the  season. 

Swimming  Pool 

The  construction  work  of  the  Swimming  Pool  to  be  sited  at 
Peolpe’s  Park  is  now  in  hand. 
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Health  Education 

During  the  year  a poster  campaign  was  carried  out  in  the 
district.  Various  posters  dealing  with  Food  Hygiene,  Accidents  in 
the  Home,  Health  Matters,  Blood  Transfusion  Service,  etc.,  were 
distributed  in  bus  shelters  and  on  public  buildings.  Whilst  the 
actual  result  of  such  a campaign  cannot  be  measured,  it  is  hoped 
that  the  information  given  has  alleviated  and  minimised  some  of 
the  suffering  which  is  brought  about  by  ignorance  and  neglect  of 
such  matters. 

Dog  Nuisance 

My  attention  has  been  drawn  lately  to  the  serious  nuisance 
caused  by  the  fouling  of  pavements  by  dogs.  Recent  action  by  the 
Health  Department  has  resulted  in  a large  chain  stores  forbidding 
admittance  of  dogs  to  its  shops.  It  should  be  realised  that  dogs  can 
carry  and  transmit  disease  through  their  excreta  and  that  the  soiling 
of  pavements,  etc.,  by  dogs  constitutes  a health  as  well  as  an 
aesthetic  problem.  Many  towns  insist  that  dogs  in  the  town 
should  be  kept  on  a lead. 

Recent  publicity  has  emphasised  the  responsibility  of  dogs  as  a 
course  of  over  2,000  accidents  in  England  and  Wales. 

It  would,  therefore,  appear  desirable  to  impose  some  kind  of 
legal  responsibility  on  dog  owners  with  the  obj  ect  of  minimising  the 
nuisances  etc.,  that  can  be  caused  by  them.  This,  one  realises, 
would  take  a long  time.  In  the  meantime,  perhaps  an  appeal  to 
dog  owners  to  exercise  control  over  their  pets  so  as  to  prevent 
accidents  and  nuisances  enumerated  above  might  have  some  effect.

During  the  year  1,520  complaints  were  received  by  the  Depart- 
ment as  compared  with  1,497  for  the  previous  year.  The  complaints 
related  to  various  nuisances  ; insanitary  and  overcrowded  conditions 
in  dwelling  houses  ; unsatisfactory  hygienic  conditions  in  factories 
and  other  premises  ; rodent  and  insect  infestations  ; unsound  foods  ; 
accumulation  of  refuse  ; atmospheric  pollution  ; moveable  dwellings  ; 
water  supplies,  etc.  Each  complaint  was  thoroughly  investigated 
and  dealt  with.

A great  measure  of  success  in  securing  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Notices,  has  been  due  to  personal  contact  with 
owners  or  agents  of  properties,  whenever  possible.

The  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  is  an  important  branch  of  the 
work  of  the  Department. 

A free  service  is  afforded  to  owners  and  occupiers  of  private 
dwellings.  A charge  is  made  for  treatment  carried  out  in  business 
and  industrial  premises.  Close  supervision  is  exercised  over  special 
premises,  such  as  Corporation’s  Refuse  Tip,  River  Banks  and  the 
Public  Slaughterhouse.  Maintenance  and  other  treatments  of  the 
Town’s  sewers  are  also  carried  out.
